Whence likewiſe 
you may gueſs at the Abſurdity of 
their Enquiries, who have ſought to 
find out the Primitive Tongue, by 
bringing up Infants in ſuch ſilent folt- 
tary places, where they might not 
hear the Speech of others. 

Languages are ſo far Natural unto 
us, as Other Arts and Sciences. A 
Man is born without any of them, 
bur yet capable of all. 

Now, becauſe Words are only for 
thoſe that are preſent both 1n Time 
and Place; therefore to theſe there 
hath been added,the Invention of Lez- | 
ters and Writing, which areſucha Re- | 
preſentation of our Words (though | 
more permanent) as our Words are 
of our Thoughts.

There is yet another way of dil- 
courſing, by Signs and Geſtures ; and 
though it be not ſo common in Pra- 
iſe as either of the other, yet-in Na- 
ture perhaps it 15 before them. both , 
ſince Infants are able this way to ex- 
preſs themſelves, before they have the 
benefit of Speech. 

But now, becauſe none of theſe 
ways in ordinary uſe, are either ſo 
Secret or Swift as ſome Exigencies 
would require ; therefore many of 
the Ancients have buſied themſeves 
in a further Inquiry, how both theſe 
Deficiencies may be remedied;as con- 
ceiving that ſuch a Diſcovery would 
be of excellent uſe, eſpecially for ſome 
Occaſions that are incident to Szareſ» 
men and Soldiers. 

That the Ignorance of Secres and 
Swift Conveyances, hath often pro. 
ve 
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: ved Fatal, not only to the Ruin of 
/ particular perſons, but alſo of whole 
Armies and Kingdoms, may eaſily 
; appear to any one that is but little 
' verſed in Story. And therefore the re- 
; drefling of theſe may be a Subje&t 
' worth our enquiry. 
 _ Amongſt the Ancients that have 
moſt laboured in theſe Particulars, 
+ Aneas, Cleomenes, and Democritees, T Poorce- 
= (as they arecited by * Polybizs) were ory rio: 
+ for their Inventions of this kind, 
' more remarkably eminent. And that 
* Author himſelf hath given us ſuch Pehbiw, 
an exaCt Relation of the Knowledge ;,.,,fnwm 
of Antiquity in theſe things, that *cis 
a wonder theſe following Ages ſhould 
either take no more notice, or make 
no more ule of it.

Ancients, was the Lacedemonian Scy-\/ 
zale, the manner of which was thus, 
There were providedtwo round ftavesf 
of an equal length and ſize, the Magi-|t 
ſtrates always retaining one of themſ 
at home, and the other being carriedffi 
abroad by the General, at his going 
forthto War. When there was any 
ſecret buſineſs to be writ by it, they 
manner was to wrap a narrow thon 

of Parchment about one of thek 
Staves, by a ſerpentine revolution, 
{ſo that the edges of it might meet 
clole together ; upon both which 
edges they inſcribed their Epiſtle, 
whereas the Parchment being raken 


oft, there appeared nothing but pieces 


of letters on the ſides of it , which 
could not be joyned together into the 
right ſence, without the true Scytake. 
Thus is'it briefly and fully deſcribed 
by Auſonius.

with whom he may diſcourſe con- 
cerning any private buſineſs, which 
he would not have others to under:- 
ſtand. 

It were a miſerable thing for a ra- 
tional Soul to be impriſoned in ſuch a 
Body, as had no way at all toexprels 
its Copitations; which would be fo 
in all that are born Deaf, if that which 
nature denied them, were not 1n this 
reſpe& ſupplied by a ſecond nature, 
cuſtom and ule.

True, indeed, the ſpecies of ſound 
may ſeem to have'ſome kind of ſelf.

The diſcovery that is here promiſed,

How 
by multiplication of them \n ſeveral 
places, they may be contrived for 
many ſcores of miles, will eaſily be 
diſcerned from the ſituation and uſe 
of Beacons, by which the intima- 
tions of publick danger and prepa- 
rations, have been oftentimes ſudden- 
ly ſpread over this whole Iſland.

1s eaſily diſpatched in ſome few hovrs, 
which could not be performed the 
ordinary way, without the trouble of 
many days. 

The priſe of all theſe ſecret and 
ſwift Mefſages , may perhaps ſeem

It may be, the reſolution of thoſe 
great. promiſes in Nancius Inanimatus, 
to ſuch eaſie cauſes as they are here 
aſcribed unto, will not be anſwerable 
to mens expeQation, every one wall 
be apt to miſtruſt ſome greater matter 


than 1s here expreſt ; But 'tis thus 


alſo, inevery other the like particular; 
for Ignorance is the mother of Won- 
der, and Wonder does uſually create 
unto it ſelf many wild Imaginations, 
which is the reaſon why mens Fancies 
are ſo prone to attribute all unuſual 
and unknown Events, unto ſtranger 
cauſes than either Nature or Art hath 
deſigned for them.
